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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of group I, claims 1-12 and 16-17 in Paper No. 
7 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that an undue burden will not be 
place upon the examiner. This is not found persuasive because the different groups 
involve different search areas which will place a burden upon the examiner. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 13-15 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. 

Furthermore, upon consideration of the elected invention, restriction to 
one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-4 and 1 1 , drawn to an apparatus having an antenna with power 
supply portions located in different phases, classified in class 156, 
subclass 345.48. 

II. Claims 5-10, 12 and 16-17, drawn to a power supply apparatus having the 
claimed matching means, classified in class 315, subclass 111.51. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01 ). In

the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects. 

In addition, this application contains claims directed to the following patentably 
distinct species of the claimed invention: specie A directed to the embodiment of figure 
2, specie B directed to the embodiment of figure 3, and specie C directed to the 
embodiment of figure 8. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
